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THE RADIO SCIENCE 
CLUB 


While there are a large number 
of students in our High School 
who are more or less interested 
in Radio, yet no doubt, there are 
many who have not heard of the 
activities of the Radio Club. This 
organization, which made its 
start in a small way this year, is 
intended to further the interest 
in Radio in our school. It has not 
a large membership at present, 
but what is lacking in quantity is 
made up bv the interest shown by 
the majority of the members in 
the work that the club is doing. 
The club has already constructed 
several sets, some of which were 
made to receive the very short 
wave lengths, another one being 
designed to receive the very long 
waves, up to several thousand 
meters in length which are used 
by the trans-oceanic telegraph 
companies. 

One activity which is still un- 
finished, is the installation of our 
new aerial. How many students 
know that the mast on the top of 
our schoolhouse is over 50 feet 
high, its top being considerably 
over 100 feet above ground. It 
was necessary for one of the mem- 
bers of the club to climb to the top 
of this not long ago, the other 
members of the club being draped 
artistically around the roof hold- 
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ing guy wires. The new aerial 
consits of six guy wires, placed at 
equal distances around steel rings 
about 2 feet in diameter. This 
forms what is known as the cage 
type aerial. From the ground it 
looks small and frail, but at close 
range it is too large for conveni- 
ent handling. Тре Radio Club 
modestly believes that with the 
passing of station WABM we now 
have the best aerial in the city, 
and probably one of the best am- 
ateur aerials in the state. 

Much credit should be given 
Superintendent Warner and the 
members of the Board of Educa- 
tion for the encouragement which 
they have given to the growth of 
an interest in Radio by providing 
the equipment which places us, 
if not in the front rank, at least, 
on a par with the leading high 
schools of the country. Our ap- 


paratus is available to any mem- 
ber of the radio club for experi- 
mentation, and we believe many 
more would become members if 
this were more generally known. 

One feature which will add 
additional interest to the work of 
the Radio Club is the fact that 
school credit may be given for the 
work done by it. This is under 
consideration by the management 
of the scool; but regardless of 
their decision, the Radio Club 
would be glad to have some new 
members to help in the work 
which it is carrying on. The dues 
are low, the regular meeting is 
held on Tuesday evening, and new 
members will not only be wel- 
come, but will find much of profit 
and interest in these meetings of 
the club. Again, we invite you to
